Was Soviet Victim 


WASHINGTON—It would be too much to say 


that the Russians actually and literally killed oo o 
Dag Hammarskjold. But it is perfectly right to — 
say that in a more complex sense he was the victim of a Soviet in- 
ternational policy of matchless brutality which, when it does not 
murder men, murders all those age-long habits of at least a relative 


civility and tolerance. in which 
conducted. 

Here, even by the moral stan- 
dards of the Soviet Union, whose 
arsenal of propaganda epithets is 
never diluted by justice or fair 
play, was no ‘Western imperial- 
ist." For Hammarskjold was 
from one of the oldest and most 
persistently neutral of all the 
world’s powers, Sweden. 


Here, even by the standards of 
truth of the Soviet Union, was no 
agent or stooge for ‘‘colonial- 
ism.”"’ For Hammarskjold’s long 
work had had much to do with 
the rise to independence and to 
U.N. membership of many an ex- 
colonial land. 


Here was a man, in short, who 
was opposed to both imperialism 
and colonialism. So he was a 
man who had many times deeply 
offended those Western countries 
—Britain, France and Portugal 
and others—which have imperial- 
ist or colonialist pasts. 


But here also was a man who 
was against all kinds of colo- 
nialism and imperialism—includ- 
ing the savage new imperialism 
of the Soviet Union. And this im- 
partiality the Soviet Union could 
not stand. For months the Rus- 
sians had devoted themselves to 
the destruction of Dag Hammar- 
skjold as secretary general of 
the United Nations. Now that he 
lies dead, they have accom- 
plished the destruction of the 
power of Dag Hammarskjold of 
the U.N. and also the destruction 


international politics used to be 


of Dag Hammarskjold as a hu- 
man being. 

It is a famous victory for So- 
viet ‘“‘policy.” For in the basic 
sense it was the Soviet Union 
which had caused him to be in 
Africa at all. He was there to 
try to sort out the incredibly 
snarled state of affairs which en- 
sued when U.N. troops took up 
guns to force the rebellious pro- 
Western province of Katanga into 
a central government of the Con- 
go which is, to say the least, in- 
fected with pro-communism. 


Even in sorrow for a man who 
gave his life for his ideas of 
peace, many cannot condone this 
action by the U.N. But, right or 
wrong, Hammarskjold had acted 
in Africa to try once again to 
placate the Soviet Union, to dem- 
onstrate the total falsity of its 
charges that as an international 
civil servant he was a partisan 
of the West. 

The Afro-Asian states for which 
he had done so much can now 
do one thing for him—and for 
themselves. They can join forces 
with the West and so prevent the 
Russians from completing the de- 
struction of the one forum in 
which those states have any voice 
or meaning, the U.N. 

This the Russians will now seek 
to do by destroying the power of 
the office of the secretary gen- 
eral, as the life of the man who 
held it has already been de- 
stroyed. 


Indecision Could 


Bring on War 


The sad and tragic facts of the Cuban fiasco 


have now been revealed in both Fortune and Time 
P magazines, The Cuban invasion was a bloody fail- 
ure and the bold New Frontier has lost its luster. Timidity, a con- 
flict of opinion and the inability of the administration to make a 
decision and stick to it, is responsible for the defeat of the Cuban 


patriots. 

For the moment, at least, that 
crisis is passed—ended in defeat 
for the free world. We are now 
confronted with making a decision 
over Berlin and here the ad- 
versary is not a bearded fanatic; 
here we are confronted with the 
master tyrant of world com- 
munism. 

If the Kennedy administration 
vacillates, if it is unable to agree 
on a course of action, if we fail 
to deliver the support promised 
to our allies, the loss of West Ber- 
lin may never be redeemed short 
of World War III. 


For 15 years the threat of 
massive retaliation has deterred 
the Russians and their East Ber- 
lin puppet government from gob- 
bling up free West Berlin. General 
Eisenhower did not resort to the 
cheap, melodramatic, rocket-rat- 
tling atomic threats which have 
distinguished the actions of 
Khrushchev in recent months. He 
merely gave weight to an obvious 
military truth when he said: ‘‘We 
would not be drawn into a ground 
war in Europe.”’ And the alterna- 
tive to a ground war was clearly 
understandable to the Russians. 

Mr. Kennedy and his advisers,

the same advisers who could not 
make up their minds on Cuba, 
have abandoned massive retalia- 
tion in favor of limited ground 
warfare. Mr. Khrushchev, with a 
preponderance of conventional 
military strength at his disposal, 
obviously feels that now it is safe 
to move on free Berlin. 


Khrushchev cynically announces 
one day that he will resume test- 
ing nuclear weapons and within 
a week fires his first test. Since 
this sort of action requires 
months of planning, it must be ob- 
vious, even to the Kennedy ad- 
ministration, that preparations 
for testing a nuclear device were 
being made in Russia while the 
Communist envoys were stalling 
for time at the conference tables 
in Geneva. ; 


No one, not even Khrushchev, 
wants to see the world destroyed 
by an all-out atomic war. To my 
mind, the kind of timid action, 
the inability or unwillingness to 
reach a decision which we dis- 
played in the Cuban affair, is 
precisely the kind of tactics most 
likely to hasten the start of such 
a dreadful conflict.

One of the most complete and 
down-to-earth analyses of this 
whole problem is featured in the 
Sept. 15, 1961, edition of Life 
magazine. The article is intro- 
duced by President Kennedy in 
an open letter to his fellow 
Americans. 

These people have rather in- 
dividually reached the conclusion 
that fallout shelters are not only 
practical but probably one of the 
most mandatory things to be done 
in this country today if we are 
to survive. They look upon it not 
as a project of despair but as 
the greatest project of hope upon 
which we as a nation can em- 
bark. These people have this 
view primarily because they feel 
an adequate program will pro- 
vide this country with the great- 
est potential for preventing a 
surprise nuclear attack from_the 
Communist world. This is because 
we would have the greatest per- 
centage of our population sur- 
viving after an attack, thus mak- 
ing our second strike capability 
too great for any sane person 
or government to risk. Thus with 
a sound civil defense and fallout 
Shelter program, we would have 
one of the greatest deterrents 
to an all-out war. 

It is also the reasoning of 
many of these people that without 
an adequate civil defense pro- 
gram, a potential aggressor na- 
tion will in all probability at- 
tempt within a span of a very 
few years—if not months—an all 
out surprise attack, gambling that 
our willingness to fight back and 
our second strike capability would 
be so negated that they could 
absorb any loss we would be 
able to inflict. 

In concluding, I again take 
vigorous exception to those phi- 
losophers of despair who say 
we must wring our hands and 
do nothing—this is true hysteria. 

I say we should now—every one

Erwin Mitchell Is Impaled on Horns 


Of Dilemma in His Race for Governor 


Erwin Mitchell, a youthful state senator, who was once a U.S. congressman, is impaled on the 
horns of a peculiar dilemma. He wants to run for governor of Georgia next year but fears that 
his entry in the race will assure the election of a man he least wants to get the job. 


If Georgia had a sane system 
of electing governors, Mr. 
Mitchell could freely offer his 
candidacy and allow the voters 
an opportunity to approve or 
disapprove. 

But a strong third candidate 
in a Georgia gubernatorial pri- 
mary only works to allow a mi- 
nority of voters to pick the win- 
ner. 

Look for instance at Musco- 
gee County’s vote in the 1954 
primary. Total vote was 11,299 
for nine candidates. Marvin 


Griffin with 5,096 votes was giv- 
en all of the county’s six unit 
votes although he got less than 
half the popular count. 

In the state as a whole Grif- 
fin got 234,690 out of a total 
646,235, about 35 per cent. Yet 
this was enough for election be- 
cause as in Muscogee, Griffin 
won the unit votes despite pop- 
ular minorities. 

At present only two major 
candidates, Griffin and Gar- 
land Byrd, are definitely ex- 


pected to run in 1962. Under the 
county unit system, one of them 
could easily win with less than 
a majority of the votes. But if 
a strong third candidate 
emerges — such as Mitchell— 
the chance of a “‘minority”’ gov- 
ernor would be almost assured. 

Last week, Mitchell indicated 
that he has about decided to 
make the race in any case. 

He lashed out at both Griffin 
and Byrd, calling them limbs 
of the same tree. In truth, they 
are offshoots of the’tight politi- 
cal group that has ruled almost 
unchallenged since World War 
II. Griffin, however, has split 
away due to the bad feeling be- 
tween him and Gov. Vandiver, 
another member of the frater- 


nity 
Mitchell is a definite outsider. 


. He is possibly the most vo- 


cal liberal on the state political 
scene. His candidacy would de- 


light voters of similar persua- -} 


sion who seldom have a man 
they can support with fervor. 
But the catch is that most of 


those who would fall in behind 


Mitchell must be _ subtracted 
from Byrd’s following. Few of 
them would cast a ballot for 
Griffin under any conditions.

Mitchell’s personal history is 
a bit odd.

$68,000 Art Recovered and 4 Seized; 


Trueker’s Holdup Story a Hoax

NEW YORK—An “incredible” 
story by a truck driver of the “‘hi- 
jacking’ of his truck containing 
$68,000 in art works and $32,000 
in general merchandise led Thurs- 
day to the arrest of four men, 
including the truck driver. 


Less than 24 hours after the 
reported theft, FBI and New York 
detectives had arrested the four 
and had recovered the entire 
truckload in a warehouse in the 
Red Hook section of Brooklyn. 


The first man arrested was Mi- 
chael E. Jiminez, 36, of Brooklyn, 
a truck driver for the J. & J. 
Trucking Co. 


Jiminez was charged with theft 
in interstate shipment. Glenville 
| Garside, assistant U.S. attorney, 
'said that Jiminez had admitted 
Le charge in statements to the 


Shoxtiy after Jiminez’s arraign- 
ment, the FBI arrested Angelo 
Governale, 36, of Brooklyn, a 


truck driver; Vincent Gressi, 39, 
of Brooklyn, a partner in the 
Peter James Trucking Co., and 
Joseph P. Repetti, 46, of Brook- 
lyn, a partner in the Wesbab 
Trucking Co. Both trucking com- 
panies are located at the same 
address in Brooklyn. 


Jiminez reported to the police 
that at 8:30 am. on Wednesday 
he stopped for a red light at a 
Manhattan corner. He said a man 
armed with a revolver jumped 
into the truck’s cab and forced 
him to drive to Brooklyn. 


Jiminez said he was then struck 
over the head and knocked un- 
conscious and that when he came 
to three hours later he was bound 
hand and foot in the cab. He said 
the truck’s contents had been re- 
moved.

Jiminez was said to 
have admitted that the four con- 
spired to “hijack” his truck and 
that they were not aware of its 
contents until they unloaded it.

WASHINGTON—President John 
F. Kennedy will address the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the United Na- 
tions Monday morning, the White 
House announced Thursday. 


Kennedy will arrive in New 
York Sunday night, after a week- 
end at his summer home in 
Hyannis Port. 


The hour of his speech has not 
been set. There were indications 
that it might be later Monday 
than now planned. 


TO BOOST U.N. 


Details of the President’s speech 
are secret but sources said it 
would be concerned primarily 
with strengthening the United 
Nations, with disarmament pro- 
posals and with tke Berlin crisis. 


As for the U.N. crisis created 
by the death of Secretary-General 
Dag Hammarskjold, the President 
will confine himself to giving a 
general lead to the U.S. delega- 
tion. He will present no specific 
proposal for a Hammarskjold suc- 
cessor, it was learned. 


The hour for the address has 
not been set because officials here 
are not sure how much time 
the assembly will consume in eu- 
logies for Hammarskjold. 


TV COVERAGE SET 

The President’s appearance will 
be televised live by the CBS and 
ABC. NBC also will televise the 
speech, but it may present it 
later on video tape. The mutual 
radio network also will carry it. | 

The President will remain in 
New York, at his headquarters 
in the Hotel Carlisle, until short- 
ly before noon Tuesday. He is 
expected to see several people 
while there, the White House said, 
but no schedule of appointments 
was announced. 


One possibility is that Kennedy 
may meet informally with Presi- 
dent Arturo Frondizi of Argentina, 
who will be in New York at the 
same time. 


GOING TO NEWPORT 

Kennedy will arrive at La 
Guardia Field between 5 and 5:30 
p.m. Sunday night. He will use an 
Air Force propeller-driven plane, 
rather than a jet, since jets are 
not allowed to land at La Guardia. 


The President will leave New 
York at mid-day Tuesday for New- 
port, R.I., where he will remain 
for the rest of the week. He will 
return to Washington on Oct. 1. 


White House Press Secretary, 
Pierre Salinger said the week at 
Newport would constitute the 
“main body” of Kennedy’s long- 
delayed vacation. While there, he 
and Mrs. Kennedy will stay at 
Hammersmith Farm, the home of 
her mother and stepfather, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hugh B. Auchincloss. 


Mrs. Kennedy will accompany 
the President when he leaves 
Washington for Hyannis Port at 
11 a.m. Friday. She also will be 
with him at Newport.

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No Special Reducing Food— 


Just Eat Less and Exercise 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Molner: What do 
you eat on a meat diet to re- 
duce? What kind of meat? Do 
you eat it three times a day or 
are there other things to eat 
too? I do so want to reduce. 
However, it seems that when I 
eat meat I gain weight. What 
makes my feet swell?—Mrs. E. 


Your letter is important be- 
cause it means that somehow 
you've gotten the wrong idea 
about how people are supposed to 
reduce. There isn’t any special 
food that a person can eat (or 
not eat) that will reduce weight. 
Whether it’s a “meat diet,” or a 
“fruit diet,” or any other lopsid- 
ed diet, it won't automatically 
cause one to lose weight. A lop- 
sided diet can impair one's 
health. 


There are three essentials in 
losing weight: First, you must 
really want to lose weight and 
must not rely on some pill or 
magic formula to do it all for 
you; second, you must eat fewer 
calories than you have been eat- 
ing; third, you must burn up cal- 
ories by more exercise.

The ar- 
ticles oid she had a glandular 
imbalance but she reduced by di- 
éting. Gland imbalance is a rare 
cause of obesity. Some people put 
on weight more easily than oth- 
ers. But the answer is the same: 
Eat less, exercise more, stick to 
it! 

Back to food: Regardless of all 
else, we must eat a balanced 
diet. We need protein (meat, fish, 
eggs, cheese) and a good rule is 
to have some once or twice a 
day. We need fruits and vege- 
tables, for their vitamins as well 
as for bulk. And milk, but skim 
milk, which means most of the 
fat has been removed. Some 
bread, or the equivalent: Say 
three slices a day, but with little 
or no butter or margarine, and 
certainly no jam or jelly. 


Trim the fat..off meat. Don't 
fry foods ‘(that means fat.) Eat 
eggs boiled or poached, not 
scrambled, omelets or fried. 
Meat or fish should be baked, 
roasted or broiled. No second 
helpings. 


Take no gravies, no sweet 
Sauces, no cream soups, no may- 
onnaise. Don’t snack between 
meals. Don’t go in for tasting 
things. Candy, nuts, soft drinks 
(unless sugarless), beer and li- 
quor are out. 


As to the swollen feet: Too 
much weight is one likely factor: 


too much salt may be another. 


For reducing, the important 
thing is to change your attitude 
toward food, the way you prepare 
it, the amount you eat. If you 
can acquire the right perspective, 
the right viewpoint, you can be 
successful. 

If you cling to the belief that 
you can reduce without changing 
your attitude, there’s no hope. 


What effect. can aspirin and 
other common pain relievers 
have on the blood system and 
heart if used excessively?—R. 
S. W. 

Many of them contain caffein, 
which can cause nervousness, 
wakefulness and rapid heart beat. 
Aspirin does not. Indeed, large 
doses of aspirin are used not 
only for arthritis but for rhev- 
matic fever. There would be no 
effect on the blood unless some 
unusual sensitivity existed, and 
this is uncommon.

size world? 


What you need is a _ heart-to- 
heart talk with your biology 
teacher, or a good book on how 
people grow. You will find out 
that every human being grows 
according to his own rate.

yet all have the same birthday. 
Three girls may be about the 
same size and then one of them 
may start growing like Alice in 
Wonderland after she ate the 
cake, and suddenly get so tall she 
can hardly see her feet.

There are some worries you can’t 
get rid of. But you can get them 
down from mountain-size to large- 
economy-molehill size, if you try 
diligently. Take the matter of 
making good grades. If you have 
been worried about that, perhaps 
you have learned a little more 
about how to study since you have 
been reading these articles. 


Or maybe you learned it from 
a course your school has put into 
the ninth grade to orient new- 
comers to high school on the tech- 
niques of effective studying. With 
these new knowings, you should 
worry less about your grades be- 
cause you should be able to DO 
something about it. 


You will always be concerned, 
but the anxious eroding worry 
that paralyzes your power to 
think won't be there any more. 
That’s the kind of worry that ac- 
tion can decrease. 


Another worry you can lessen 
is the worry about what kind of 
appearance you make to others. 
If you are not sure that you are 
arranging your hair as becoming- 
ly as you might, or you don’t 
know what to do with a shrimp 
fork or how to introduce people, 
get your homemaking teacher to 
lend you a book. 


Better still, talk with her about 
how you can choose your hest 
colors, match your tweeds, keep 
your hair shining. 


LIVE WITH IT 


The third kind of worry is the 
one you may not be able to do 
anything about at all. It may be 
the fact that your parents are 
getting a divorce, or already 
have and that you have to live 
six months with each. It may be 
there is an alcoholic in your fam- 
ily, or somebody at your house is 
chronically ill. 

It may be you have too crowded 
a room at home, or that you have 
had to give up your room to 
grandma and sleep in the attic 
or in a nook in the dining room. 
It may be that you have a physi- 
cal handicap, like being blind or 
deaf or crippled. 


Some things have to be lived 
with. 

A wise and wonderful thing to 
do when you can’t do anything to 
remove the cause of a worry is 
to “compensate” or “balance.” 
Suppose, for instance, that you 
are physically handicapped. You 
can develop the happiest disposi- 
tion of anybody in school. You 
can sit right where you are and 
become known — and popular— 


for being the school’s very best 


and most sympathetic listener. 


People will find their way to 
you as if you were scattering |. 


gold dust about the earth. 


One of the happiest and most 
helpful people I know is a li- 
brarian who had polio when she 
was little and has never been able 
to walk without wobbling. The 
world has beat a path to her 
door. 


WORRY MAY HELP 


There is no point in somebody 
glibly saying to you, “Don’t wor- 
ry.’ That's easier said than done. 
Besides, a certain amount of wor- 
ry — or hard, genuine thinking 
about your problem — may help. 


You look at that smiling sopho- 
more in the next desk, or that 
calm, assured senior walking 
down the hall, and you think, 
“They don’t have my load of wor- 
ries. They’ve got it made!”’ If 
you knew what they may be car- 
rying around in their hearts, per- 
haps you wouldn’t trade your 
worries for theirs. 


Everybody — especially every 
teen-ager — is likely to have a 
worry of some kind. When 15,000 
teen-agers were polled about their 
problems, they classified their 
frettings like this: 


1. Growing up problems of 
physical development, such as 
pimpled faces and arms and legs 
shooting out so fast they don't 
seem to belong to you at all. 


2. Getting along with parents 
who want you to come in at 10 
when the crowd is still going 
strong at midnight, or who can’t 
understand why you want the car 
so often, or who consider 50 cents 
a week enough allowance for a 
‘“‘child’’ your age or who are al- 
ways telling you how different 
things were when they were 
young. 


3. Getting along in school, mak- 
ing good grades and the team. 


4. Getting along with people and 
having them accept and like you, 
having people you choose to be 
with choose to be with you. 


5. Understanding themselves, 
knowing why they are in a dark 
indigo-blue mood one day and 
floating around on pink cloud No. 
9 the next day for no reason at 
all, why they say sharp things 
sometimes to those they love best 
of all. 


6. The future and what they are 
going to do with it. 


HELPS FOR WORRY 
What are the helps for worry in 


general? Reading, talking, think- 


ing, writing. But reading, talking, 
thinking, writing what? 


Let us see. 


1. Reading — There are won- 
derful books and pamphlets that 
will help you unfasten your mind 
and take your worries out and 
lay them in the sun and look at 
them. One excellent pamphlet is 
in the Life Adjustment Series, ti- 
tlede “Understanding Yourself’’ by 
Dr. William C, Menninger. If you 
really want to go into the psy- 
chology study that the famous 
Menningers have done, read the 
book “Love Against Hate.”’ Read 
the Overstreets’ books ‘‘The Mind 
Alive’ and “The Mind Goes 
Forth.” The Life Adjustment 
booklets and the other books, too, 
are probably in your library. They 
are published by Science Re- 
search Associates, 57 W. Grand 
Ave., Chicago, Ill. They cost 40 
cents each. They have helps for 
teen-agers. 


Try these others among them: 
“What Good Is High School?” 
“How to Solve Your Problems,” 
‘You and Your Mental Abilities.” 
If one of your worries is how 
you'll get a job, read the book- 
lets “‘How to Get THE Job,” 
“What Employers Want, ‘‘Getting 
Job Experience’ by Christensen. 
If you are worried about whether 
you will get into a college, read 
‘How to Be Accepted by the Col- 
lege of Your Choice.”’ 


Reading won't be like a tran- 
quilizing pill for you. But it will 
shed light on your problems. It 
will help you to worry intelligent- 
ly, if you are determined to worry. 


TALK IT OVER 

2. TALKING —Find somebody 
who is not too emotionally in- 
volved with you, who is willing to 
listen while you talk. If you doubt 
that talking is an effective anti- 
dote to anxieties, consider how 
full are the waiting rooms of 
America’s psychiatrists! Your 
body affects your mind; your 
mind affects your body. Tensions 
that tie you into knots can be re- 
lieved with talking. 

Somehow, when you get the 
words out from down there inside 
you, and use them to shape the 
problem that has been worrying 
you, you can handle the worry 
better. 


3. THINKING — Do a little 
thinking on your own. First, have 
you just got into the habit of 
worry? Do you worry about ev- 
erything, big or little, important 
or not? Before you bog up in 
gloom and start howling, that it is 
not just an acorn that has hit you 
on the head. 


— 


4. WRITING — The best way to 
see clearly what it is that is wor- 
rying you is to put it down in 
words in your diary: Or else write 
it out and tear it up and burn the 
paper, or shred it into the waste- 
basket. 


It will help you to get it out of 
your system. Sometimes writing 
it is a good prelude to going to 
talk it over with some wise ad- 
viser, 


YOUR BIG JOB 

Your big job is to believe in 
yourself. That’s quite a different 
thing from being conceited. Con- 
ceit and bragging and _loud- 
mouthed boasting are the sure 
signs of a person who is not sure 
of himself and has to keep on try- 
ing to prove to himself he is worth 
something, 


If your big worry concerns your 
own inadequacy, remember that 
this is the big worry of many 
other teen-agers. Hold your shoul- 
ders back and your chin up, and 
keep your face alight. Look as 
though you THINK SOMETHING 
OF YOURSELF! 


THINK SOMETHING OF 
YOURSELF! You’re important. 


Whatever your worries, remem- 
ber that you need to consider 
too, that other people have wor- 
ries, Many much bigger than 
yours. Third, remember that it 
is likely that you are a pretty 
nice person. There are people 
who like you. There are things 
you do well. You have more as- 
sets than bad points. You are 
still becoming somebody. You 
aren't finished yet. A child once 
said, “‘“How do people feel when 
they are grown up? Do they feel 
tall and fat? Do they feel all fin- 
ished?”’ 


There is a baby born in Geor- 
gia every 52 minutes, more than 
100,000 a year, or 4 million in the 
United States. Yet each one of 
them has a personality different 
from every other baby ever born 
since there has been a world. 
You are different from all the 
billions of people who have ever 
been born on the planet. God is 
trying a new experiment with 
you. It’s a challenge to you to 
see what you can become. 


Make a list of the things that 
worry you. Divide them into the 
worries you can eliminate entire- 
ly, the worries you can lessen, 
and the conditions you have to 
live with. 

It may surprise you to see the 
list when you get it down in black 
and white. It’s likely that next

Sift School 


Budgeting 


The General Assembly's Com- 
mitte on Education continued its 
efforts Thursday to untangle the 
ways in which the state’s public 
schools are financed. 


The committee, which was set 
up by the 1961 General Assembly, 
spent the first half of a two-day 
meeting in the Capito] comparing 
school expenditures in Georgia 
with those in North Carolina. 


Sen. J. Battle Hall of Rome, 
who is co-chairman of the group 
with Rep. Chappelle Matthews of 
Athens, emphasized that the com- 
mittee was simply “trying to get 
the facts as far as possible. We're 
not trying to make any conclu- 
sions.” 


But he was sharply critical of 
a comparison of the North Caro- 
lina and Georgia school budgets 
presented during the morning ses- 
sion by Assistant State School 
Superintendent Allen E. Smith. 


“Tt has been mentioned to the 
committee many times by various 
people that a very high percent- 
age of all state school funds are 
set either by formula in the mini- 
mum foundation program or by 
legislative act,” Hall told news- 
men afterward. 


“What we're doing is putting 
Georgia laws relating to school 
expenditures in the record to find 
out whether this is true,” he said, 
adding that the North Carolina 
statutes would be used as a basis 
of comparison for how funds are 
allocated in another state.

BIRTH CONTROL OPPOSED 

Delegates of predominantly Ro- 
man Catholic countries spoke 
strongly against debating the birth 
control item. The Danish and the 
Swedish representatives, who had 
proposed the item in the first 
place, urged the importance of 
studying population growth and 
maintained that it was a major 
factor affecting economic develop- 
ment. 


Mrs. Agda Rossel of Sweden 
Said that if medical science con- 
tinued to improve the world’s pop- 
ulation might exceed seven billion 
by the year 2000, much of the 
increase coming in underdeveloped 
countries. The world’s population 
is estimated to be nearly three 
billion. 


Mrs. Rossel said the United 
Nations should make experts 
available to countries asking for 
assistance with a population prob- 


lem.

The Italian, French and Costa 
Rican delegates spoke in a similar 
vein. 

Although the Angola item was 
placed on the agenda without a 
vote, it caused bitter exchanges 
between several committee mem- 
bers and Vasco Vieira Garin of 
Portugal. Garin spoke at his own 
request as he is not a member 
of the committee. 


Garin said the Angolan disturb- 
ances were a “problem of in- 
ternal order in a member state’”’ 
and that they had been stirred 
up by “international agents of 
subversion.”’ 


CALLS ITEM ILLEGAL 


He said the item was illegal 
and that renewal of the U.N. at- 
tempts to investigate the West 
African area were a “‘flagrant 
violation” of Portuguese sover- 
eignty. 


As for Oman, Valerian A. 
Zorin of the Soviet Union ac- 
cused Britain of “‘gross aggres- 
sion” in that southeast Arabian 
territory. Sir Patrick Dean of 
Britain rejected the charge as 
the result of “unfounded allega- 
tions.” Neither pressed the issue 
to a vote.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee told the world Thursday that 
bourbon whiskey is distinctively 
American and foreigners should 
stop labeling their whiskey as 
bourbon. 


It did so by approving a resolu- 
tion which would put Congress 
on record on the matter. 


The resolution, sponsored by 
Rep. John C. Watts, D-Ky., urges 
the government to take “appro- 
priate action” to deter and pre- 
vent persons outside the United 
States from designating whiskey 
as bourbon. 


It also demanded a prohibition 
against the importation of whiskey 
so labeled. 

The committee conceded Scot- 
land’s right to ‘Scotch whiskey.”’

It was understood that Rusk re- 
stated the U.S. stand and asked 
Gromyko why the Soviet Union 
was insisting upon a proposal 
that, in the U.S. view, is opposed 
by the majority of the 99 mem- 
bers of the United Nations. 


The discussions began at 1 p.m. 
and lasted until 5:25 p.m. There 
was a general conversation dur- 
ing luncheon which touched on 
Berlin, Germany and the U.N. sit- 
uation. The luncheon ended around 
2:30 p.m., when Stevenson and 
Zorin left to attend meetings at 
the United Nations. 


The ensuing discussions of the 
Berlin-German problem thus last- 
ed for about two hours, but about 
half of this was taken up with 
translating the remarks of the 
two foreign ministers into Rus- 


sian and English. Each had his 


own interpreter. 


After. the meeting, Carl Rowan, 
deputy assistant secretary of state 
for public affairs, said that the 
talks took place in a “friendly 
and businesslike atmosphere.” 
However, he declined to give any 
information on the substance of 
the discussions. 


Reliable sources said Rusk had 
emphasized the determination of 
the Western powers to defend 
their vital interests in Berlin— 
the right to maintain U.S., Brit- 
ish and French garrisons, the 
right of access across East Ger- 
man territory and the right of 
West Berliners to an existence 
outside Communist rule. 


These sources said Gromyko 
had presented the well-known So- 
viet position regarding the alleged 
spirit of ‘‘revanchism,” or re- 
venge, prevailing in West. Ger- 
many, and had emphasized the 
general problem of security in 
Eastern Europe.

House Speaker George L. Smith 
was in general agreement Thurs- 
day with a proposal that legisla- 
tors: be paid flat salaries of $3,200 
per year.

Looking both backward and forward, Miss 
Thompson does not believe the world is doomed, nor that man’s 
discovery of nuclear power can touch off an explosive end into 
nothingness at any moment. 


‘“‘This mood of gloom is understandable, but it has no place in 
the thoughts of those who know something about man’s past. This 
is not the first time men have faced an awesome force which might 
blow them to bits. Think of the terrors of primitive men as they 
first viewed the flames of fire. We need not fear that all civilization 
may become overnight a heap of rubble.” 


In the years since she retired from Vassar’s campus after a 
radiant 50 years or so, Miss Thompson was called by the Board of 
Regents to the University of Georgia to teach history and conduct 
a study into the education of women. There she shared her vision 
of human behavior and action in the flow of time, and it was no 
surprise that her library developed into a kind of salon for students 
searching for inspiration and delight. 


When she had finished her assignment at Athens, she moved to 
Europe, where she was Dean of Women at the unique College of 
Free Europe for Displaced Persons at Strasbourg, France. She was 
then in her seventies. 


In the intervening years she has served as one of the founders 
of UNESCO, has written learned papers on many historical sub- 
jects, including the Civil War and is considered an authority on 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, whose family she visited often at Hyde 
Park. 


Miss Thompson perceives that the world today is the most com- 
plicated, the most difficult in the choices it offers, as well as the 
richest in opportunity, the most exciting man has known. k is more 
demanding of trained judgment and understanding of conditions 
surrounding us than any other period of history. 

*‘Men must learn to organize governments so that peoples may 
manage to get along together. We must learn the language of other 
oeoples and know that language has other uses than to hurl vituper- 
ative insults at the heads of other governments.” 


Naturally, Miss Thomson has a great deal to say about the edu- 
cation of women. She believes in Liberal Arts as basic education 
‘or Women, rather than vocational or so-called ‘“‘practical’’ studies. 


“Liberal education prepares for change, for adaption to new

conditions of living. It endures and is applicable to life, whether one ; 


. a doctor, lawyer, merchant or what some modestly call ‘‘just 
dlain housewife."’ It liberates the mind to learn, to want to learn.” 


She illustrates what is liberal in content and what is voca- 
‘ional by the story of a little girl who was permitted to go to 
‘cindergarten at the age of 4. On her first day, when she was fur- 


able to preserve life; you will want to give life meaning, to add to 


its significance in beauty and in joy. 


‘Right now we need more writers of first-rate books; more 
poets and artists. We have not enough gifted and trained actors on 


- stage and screen. The professions, medicine, law, teaching—col- 


lege teaching in particular, are crying for well-trained people.” 


Independent, intellectually vigorous, slightly militant, Miss 
Thompson is a liberal in the deepest sense, though she is too reti- 
cent and perhaps too proud, to be a conspicuous crusader. 


“For examriple,”’ she smiles, ‘I worked for suffrage for women. 
But I did not march in the first parade. I marched in the second.”

Well, this year, they 
are. 


“This makes me think they 
take a couple of years eyeing 
a fashion before they really be- 
gin to adopt it.

REJECT THE SQUARE 


“The elongated shoe with the 
pointed toe is another example. 
A sizable number of women re- 
jected them, or at least, they 
refused to enjoy them. Now, 
several years later, they are 
likely to feel the same way about 
the square-off toes that are this 
season’s newest style.” 


Mr. Travilla points out that 
there’s a special excitement 
about accepting a phase of 
fashion while it is young, en- 
joying it early, and being ready 
for the next one. The mere do- 
ing of this contributes to a 
sense of youth. 


High fashion models, he 
thinks, illustrate this point. 
Some of them veering toward 
forty, not only give the illusion 
of great beauty but of youth.

FOCUS ON HER 

You have only to see them 
walk into a room to see what 
the impression is.

Mr. Travilla admitted that 
this is a model's business, and 
that not many American wom- 
en feel they can spare the time 
to concentrate so completely on 
face and figure.

Also don't try everything at 
once — the mad hairdo, the 
dangling lengths of pearls, ev- 
erything that seems to make 
news or that is obviously a fad. 
Now some fads are too amusing 
to be- passed by; but these are 
the ones to be bought early at 
not too great a price and then 
discarded before they cease to 
be news.”’ 


About his own collection for 
fall, Mr. Travilla said he tries 
to create the image of elegant 
ease.

The Fulton School Board is 
planning a mass polio immunza- 
tion program which will be car- 
ried out largely in Atlanta and 


ed teboaens that the Type I 
vaccine had just won federal 
approval for general use, with the 
Type II vaccine expected to win 
such approval soon. 


Both were enthusiastic about 
the apparent success of the June 
mass immunization program in 
which over 140,000 Fulton Coun- 
ty children under 15 received 
Type IIL Sabin vaccine orally. 
Hackney said only 13 cases of 
Type III polio were reported to 
the department this year. 


The Type III vaccine is pre 
senting technical difficulties, how- 
ever, and Dr. Hackney said it is 
uncertain when it will meet fed- 
eral approval. The Type III vac- 
cine administered to about 87 
per cent of eligible Fulton chil- 
dren this summer was specially 
made and approved to ward off 
a possible epidemic of that type 
polio.

Math Called 
Glamor Key 
To the Moon 


By BARBARA MILZ 


Even the sky isn’t the limit for 
the future of mathematics, 
Charles Scott, manager of data 
processing for the RCA missile 
test project at Cape Canaveral. 
said Thursday. 


Research in. mathematics is try- 


ing to keep a step ahead of man’s | 


assaults on space, but the field 
needs more and more people, he 
said. 

“Our biggest problem is in num- 
bers,”” he admitted, “the number 
of top-flight mathematicians we 
need to attract into the field.” 


SHOOT FOR MOON 


He said that while about a dec- 
ade ago, the future of mathematics 
major was limited to little more 
than the insurance or teaching 
fields, today’s mathematics major 
can literally shoot for the moon. 


Scott, a thin, smiling Georgia 
Tech graduate, admitted, “I’m an 
electronic engineer, and when I 
was hired into RCA, I was hired 
as a telemetry engineer, though 
I didn’t even know what the term 
meant.” 


Telemetry engineering involves 
the sending back of niformation 
from the missiles in flight. Later, 
Scott worked into data reduction 
STRESSES SCOPE 

Scott stressed the growing scope 
of mathematics, and said, “Our 
procedures have steadily changed. 
with the computations required 
becoming much more rigorous 
and lengthly.” 

“I could give you a rough 
estimate,”’ he said, ‘‘by explaining 
that if we were reducing the tra- 
jectory of the Bomarc (one of the 
early aerodynamic missiles) on 
the computer we have today, we 
could get results in about 10 min- 
utes running time for the machine. 
On the computations needed for 
today’s Atlas or Minuteman mis- 
siles, we need about four hours 
computer time.” 

“And we haven't yet reached 
the peak,” he admitted.

meant “thank you,” and that kinoosoa was fish. 
That was easy to remember because the guides 
employed at Arctic Ledge belonged to the 
Kinoosoa tribe and came from the Kinoosoa set- 
tlement nearby. I picked up a few other words, 
too, and was progressing nicely in the Cree 
language when we had to come home.
